The Brain Injury Asso¬ 
ciation INC., has been a 
source of information and 
contacts for the Derrick 
family. The Brain Injury 
Association, a national as¬ 
sociation with various 
state affiliates, is operated 
strictly by volunteers at the 

California office, 
which unfortu¬ 
nately made the 
group occasional¬ 
ly difficult to 
reach. The group 
receives no feder¬ 
al or state fund¬ 
ing, despite being 
a clearinghouse 
for answers to 
commonly asked 
questions, sup¬ 
port group sites, 
and research re¬ 
sults. 

In her broth¬ 
er’s case, the in¬ 
formation has 
been comforting. Jamie 
notes that Kyle has been in 
“nine or 10 different hos¬ 
pitals, and they’ve an¬ 
swered our questions nine 
or 10 different ways.” Af¬ 
ter being told that Kyle 
would not survive the 
night of his accident, the 
Derricks were then told 
that he would not survive 
the week, then the month. 
And so on. Two and one 
half years later, he slowly 
progresses toward a con¬ 
scious state. He is no long¬ 
er on any life support sys¬ 
tems. The Derrick family 


visits him nightly. 

Jamie has chosen to 
combine her hike with a 
fund-raiser for “Awaking 
Dreams,” a fund she has 
established with the Brain 
Injury Association. The 
fund has three main tar¬ 
gets: To extend the fund¬ 
ing of the state affiliates so 
those in need can easily 
make contacts; to support

research of long-term co¬ 
matose patients in the 
hopes of finding cures and 
m4re information for fam¬ 
ilies and friends; and to 
support the local commu¬ 
nity affiliates in outreach 
and prevention. 

Brain injury is the lead¬ 
ing cause of death for 
those under age 34, out¬ 
weighing all other causes 
combined. Every 12 min¬ 
utes, someone dies of a 
brain injury.

Mountain Man Zaro 
Remembered

“I’m a little shrimp,” 
said the late Ambrose 
Zaro. He was all of 5 feet 
3 inches tall but for 37 
years he made the tough 
maintenance of the Mt. 
Wilson Trail his labor of 
love. He died March 16, 
1990 at age 89 continuing 
this work almost until his 
last days. 

With the onslaught of 
rain, mud slides, fire, 
earthquakes, fallen trees, 
brush and boulders, the 
upkeep of the historic trail 
is a constant challenge. 
Ask Charlie Bell and Pete 
McNulty who presently 
head the Trail Crew for the 
Mt. Wilson Trail Race 
Committee who work to 
maintain the trail, not only 
for the race but for the 
many year-round hikers. 
Or ask such people as City 
Councilman Rob Stockly, 
or Art Soderblom, both 
former race committee 
chairs, who annually run 
the race and have given 
much of their time to work 
on the trail. 

Zaro was popular with 
those who used the trail, 
sometimes someone 


would stop and give him a 
hand to remove a heavy 
boulder, but most of the 
time he was up on the trail 
alone. He was featured in 
newspaper stories, an arti¬ 
cle in PEOPLE magazine, 
was the race committee’s 
1983 Honorary Race Start¬ 
er, and was Grand Mar¬ 
shall of our 1988 4th of 
July Parade. In 1993, after 
his death the city dedicat¬ 
ed a plaque to honor him 
that is located at the start of 
the trail.. His son, John, 
along with other family 
members, attended the 
dedication. John said his 


father was an unassuming 
man who would surely 
have said ‘no’ to such fuss 
being made over him. He 
just loved what he was 
doing, loved to talk about 
trail and had many stories 
to tell. 

This “Mountain Man”, 
as everyone called him, 
was 14 when he took the 
Pacific Electric street car 
up here to hike the steep 
7.5 mile trail. When he 
and his wife first married 
they would start up the trail 
at 1:30 a.m. and hike by

Shorty, a beautiful Toy Shepherd puppy, came to live 
with us early in 1945, when I was commuting to Oak 
Grove Park in Altadena, from Hollywood during my 
initial assignment with the Forest Service. Virginia, my 
loving and devoted wife, was working in the fashion 
world, and had no time to take care of a very rambunc¬ 
tious four legged member of the family, and Virginia’s 
mother was not inclined to take on this assignment, so 
it was up to me to make whatever arrangements were 
necessary to satisfy the two ladies of the house. (A), pen 
her up in the back yard; (B), board her out for the day; 
or (C), take her to work. Plan (A) failed on the very first 
day, for no matter how high I built the enclosure, she was 
over it before I could back out of the driveway. Plan (B) 
was equally impossible, for the cost was far more that I 
was bringing home on my $2,000 annual salary as a P- 
2 Engineer. With those two failures, Virginia and her 
mother insisted that it was my problem. So, Plan (C), 
just had to work. 

On her first day at Oak Grove Park, she was intro¬ 
duced to all but the very highest brass. I was not about 
to risk her rejection before her feminine wiles, which she 
had in abundance could work their magic charm. She, 
was an immediate sensation with my engineering crew, 
so much so, that it was a fight to see who would get to 
carry her to and from the job after we left my sedan and 
began hiking into the woods for the day. She was much 
too young and inexperienced to have managed on her 
own. Not only did she have to be carried, but she had to 
be safeguarded from all of the perils of the forest; Ea¬ 
gles, Hawks, Fox, Coyote, Badger and of course, the 
ever present Rattlesnakes. So, this task fell to young Bill, 
who equated this responsibility with a pay raise. And, 
by the time that the brass discovered that I had an un¬ 
paid member of the crew. Shorty was fully entrenched 
in the hearts of all who came to know her. Any ques¬ 
tion of her being banned back to Hollywood, was moot. 

Her first and frightening experience came on a recon¬ 
naissance project in the Big Tujunga Canyon, between 
the Tujunga tunnel and the old Colby Ranch homestead, 
an area infested with Rattlesnakes. Being unable to walk 
through the brush, as tall as a house and as thick as hair 
on a cat’s back, we had the choice of crawling over the 
top, which was difficult to climb onto, but which was 
very unstable and very slow going. Or, we could crawl 
under the brush on our hands, knees and bellies. This 
last approach, was most onerous for very obvious rea¬ 
sons, Rattlesnakes. What however, were we going to 
do with Shorty? There was only one solution. She 
would be carried in one of our knapsacks, along with 
tools, lunch boxes and two canteens of water. As the 
day was extremely hot, she began to resist this honor 
before we could even get her in the sack And once in, 
she had no way to get out, for even though she stood on 
her hind legs, she could barely peek out between the top 
of the bag and the buckled down cover. Worse yet, the 
canteens and the lunch boxes pinched her toes and 
banged against her legs as she and the bag were literal¬ 
ly dragged through the under portions of the brush. 

Before long, we reached a section where the brush 
was just too close to the ground to allow us to crawl. Bill, 
along with Shorty, then began to climb on top of the 
rickety brush, no easy task, and to work his was to our 
next ground position. All of a sudden. Bill and the bag 
disappeared from view and 1 heard him cry out, “I fell 
through and can’t get out. Give me a hand.” 1 could also 
hear Shorty whining and complaining as she too, was 
unable to help herself and was trapped in that damn bag. 

Between Bill’s call for help and Shorty’s pleas to be 
released from her confinement, 1 had a very pressing 
reason to hurry to the rescue. Reaching Bill was a real 
problem, but cutting him loose was another matter. 
Before trying to free Bill, 1 took Shorty out of the bag, 
put her in my shirt and was about to cut the straps of the

Following a City Coun¬ 
cil meeting that ran past 
11 :(X) last week, look for a 
relatively tame version 
next Monday night. One 
item that may raise some 
eyebrows is the appeal of 
the proposed removal of a 
couple of ash trees at the 
corner of Orange Grove 
and Mountain Trail. The 
trees are causing problems 
for the property owner by 
knocking down a block 
wall. Under the previous 
urgency ordinance, they 
could not be removed; 
however, under the guide¬ 
lines of the current tree 
ordinance, a permitted re¬ 
moval is allowed. That re¬ 
moval’s appeal will first be 
heard at Council Cham¬ 
bers. Property owners vs. 
everyone else, once again. 
Who owns the trees? 

It’s not an agendized 
item, but the inside word 
is, residents unhappy with 


the Council’s 4-1 decision 
to deny a Mills Act appli¬ 
cation at last week’s City 
Council meeting will voice 
their displeasure Monday 
night. The fact that one had 
never been denied before 
doesn’t seem overly rele¬ 
vant; if it were an entitle¬ 
ment, it wouldn’t be called 
an application. There are 
two questions to address; 
1) Should such applica¬ 
tions simply be rubber- 
stamped? Should everyone 
who wants a Mills Act 
agreement get one, regard¬ 
less of the individual mer¬ 
its of the case? Probably 
not. That leads to 2) Do the 
merits of this specific case 
justify a Mills Act? The 
answer to this one is less 
clear, and that’s what it 
was the Council’s job to 
assess. If all historic land¬ 
marks were worthy of

This proposed nude 
juice bar thing could keep 
me covered for quotes of 
the week all year long. For 
Councilmember Robert 
Harbicht’s latest thoughts 
on the matter, see page 
one. In the meantime, I 
feel compelled to take an¬ 
other crack at pointing out 
what Councilmembers and 
news articles apparently 
haven’t conveyed to ev¬ 
eryone in the public, judg¬ 
ing from community com¬ 
ments at Council meet¬ 
ings: The City can’t win 
this one. 

As Councilmember 
Roger Chandler noted, 
“With the expenditure of 
$10,000 to a consulting 
attorney who specializes in 
matters like this, we 
learned that we could 
spend $1,000,000 and not 
stop this juice bar.” 

Harbicht added, “We 


would have to pay our le¬ 
gal fees and their legal 
fees. That’s not a good use 
of the taxpayers’ money.” 

Money is finite. In 
Arcadia, four fire flghters 
were laid off last year due 
to budget constraints, the 
library was closed on Fri¬ 
days (it subsequently re¬ 
opened) and throughout 
the City, different depart¬ 
ments felt the collective 
crunch in the Arcadia wal¬ 
let. The bottom line is this: 
The Arcadia City Council 
can do its best John Wayne 
impression and draw a line 
in the sand and say, “No 
juice bars. No way,” and 
what will happen is this: 
Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars will be spent, 
maybe over a million dol¬ 
lars, but that money won’t 
be spent to keep the juice 
bar out; the money will be 
gone forever, and the juice 


bar will STILL come to 
town. It’s a no-win situa¬ 
tion. Your 

Councilmembers think it 
stinks just as much as you 
do, so don’t blame them, 
and don’t think they 
haven’t looked for a solu¬ 
tion.

1999-2000 
CDBG Projects 
Approved

Arcadia has been participating in the Community 
Development Block Grant program for over 20 years. 
This year, the City is scheduled to receive $408,271, in 
addition to a future amount estimated at approximately 
15% of that figure. The program provides funding for 
City projects that meet CDBG criteria, which have been 
getting more and more restrictive over the past several 
years. Those criteria require that 70% of a city’s aggre¬ 
gate funds are to be designated for projects which ben¬ 
efit low and moderate income families (including senior 
citizens and the physically disabled). 

CDBG projects must meet one of the following cri¬ 
teria; 1) Benefit low to moderate income families. 2) aid 
in the prevention or elimination of slum and blight. 3) 
have a particular urgency because existing conditions 
pose a serious threat to the health or welfare of the com¬ 
munity where other financial resources are not available 
to meet such needs. As an example of the third criterion. 
Development Services Director Don Penman noted that 
the Northridge earthquake caused emergency conditions 
that allowed the use of CDBG funds for projects which 
would not otherwise have qualified. 

In addition to various projects proposed by City staff, 
the City unanimously directed staff to examine the pos¬ 
sibility of youth-oriented projects, which were left off 
of the list of proposals. “I’m somewhat concerned that 
there are no youth programs cited,” said Mayor Gary 
Kovacic. 

The reason for that omission, according to Penman, 
is that youth programs do not qualify unless they are in 
low-moderate income neighborhoods, which Arcadia 
does not have. Penman noted that it may be possible to 
provide programs that would benefit children selected 
on an individual basis, according to economic need. 
Because there is an urgency in the timeline for submit¬ 
ting projects, the Council approved the six proposed 
projects, but proposals for an additional $50,000 to 
$60,000 yet to come will include a plan for spending at 
least $10,000 on a County-approved youth program, per 
the suggestion of Councilmember Robert Harbicht. 

The allocations approved by the Council following a 
public hearing Monday night include over $200,000 on 
housing rehabilitation, a project that accounted for over 
2/3 of the City’s CDBG expenditures last year. The pro¬ 
gram offers assistance to low/moderate income 
homeowners for necessary home improvements, up to 
$10,000. Projects include items such as roofing, paint¬ 
ing, plastering, and more. 29 households are being as¬ 
sisted in 1998-99 under this project. 

The second leading expenditure, over $100,000, is 
going toward retrofitting of City Hall in accordance with 
the Americans with Disabilities Act. The funds are eli¬ 
gible for such projects as sidewalk modifications, park¬ 
ing re-striping, new concrete walls and rails, an access 
ramp, and more. 

$40,0(X) is earmarked for Senior Citizens Social Ser¬ 
vices. This ongoing project provides seniors with essen¬ 
tial information to maintain independent living and 
healthy life-styles, through such services as government 
benefits assistance, housing, transportation, legal assis¬ 
tance, and educational opportunities. 8,000 seniors are 
expected to be assisted through this project. 

Another $25,000 is being designated for the Congre¬ 
gate Meals Program and the Red Cross Meals on Wheels 
program, each of which provides over 10,000 meals 
annually. The Red Cross donation is a new one, of 
$5,000, while the Congregate Meals Program is ongo¬ 
ing. 

The Council unanimously approved the proposed 
expenditures.

Joni Eareckson Tada 
To Speak, Sign Books 
At Fuller Seminary 

Renowned speaker, writer, and artist Joni Eareckson 
Tada will speak on “The Whole Gospel for the Whole 
Body of Christ” on Friday, February 5, at 10 a.m. at 
Fuller Theological Seminary. She also will be avail¬ 
able to sign her books immediately after the lecture, 
which will be held in Travis Auditorium in the Psychol¬ 
ogy Building on the Fuller campus. 4uis lecalld akt 180 
N. Oakland Ave. in Pasadena. The public is welcome 
to attend. There is no admission charge. 

Tada is the founder and president of JAF Ministries, 
an organization accelerating Christian ministry in the 
disability community. Left a quadriplegic by a diving 
accident in 1967, she excelled as an artist after learn¬ 
ing to hold a bru.sh between her teeth. She has authored 
22 books, including her autobiography, Joni, which was 
made into a feature film. Among her other books are 
When God Weeps: Why Our Sufferings Matter to the 
Almighty (coauthored with Steve Estes), Secret 
Strength, and Diamonds in the Dust. Two of her chil¬ 
dren’s books. Tell Me the Promises and Tell Me the 
Truth, received the EP Gold Medallion. 

Tada’s five-minute radio program, “Joni and 
Friends,” is heard each day on more than 700 stations. 
She is a columnist for Moody Monthly magazine and 
is a sought-after conference speaker. The first woman 
honored by the National Association of Evangelicals as 
their “Layperson of the Year,” she also received the 
American Academy of Achievement’s Golden Plate 
Award. Tada was the first person in the history of 
Columbia University to be awarded an honorary doc¬ 
torate. 

Tada serves on the Lausanne Committee for World 
Evangelization as a senior associate for evangelism 
among disabled persons. For three-and-a-half years she 
was a presidential appointee to the National Council on 
Disability, during which time the Americans with Dis¬ 
abilities Act became law. i 

Tada and her husband, Ken, have been married for 
16 years. 
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moonlight. Then enjoy 
breakfast by dawn at the 
summit of the almost mile 
high mountain.

In 1954 a huge fire 
burned for a week across 
these mountain. In those 
days they did not have 
some of the speedy fire¬ 
fighting techniques known 
today. This caused the for¬ 
estry department to close 
the trail. Signs were post¬ 
ed. “Trail Closed. Im¬ 
passable.” Zaro decided to 
go to work. From then on 
he showed up regularly. 


sometimes with help, tak¬ 
ing a personal interest in 
keeping the trail open. He 
would drive the over 40- 
mile round trip from his 
home in Maywood, often 
several times a week. 

He really came to know 
the trail, studying all the 
problem spots and making 
many improvements. Zaro 
even built the helicopter 
landing pad still in use to¬ 
day. Would you believe 
he was the first casualty to 
use the pad? He slid down 
an embankment hitting his 
head. 

In his younger days, 
Zaro was a prize fighter 


and always retained his 
solid build. One time he 
outwalked a troup of boy 
scouts up the trail, even 
though he carried his 
heavy pack of tools. He 
would stop and wait for 
them to catch up. When 
his hiking boots were in 
tatters, several citizens got 
together and bought him a 
new pair. A member of the 
U. S. Forest Service once 
said that he knew of no one 
but Zaro, who had made 
this mountain route his 
life’s work. Past Sierra 
Madre Mayor Charles 
Corp, a regular hiker said, 
if it hadn’t been for Zaro 


there wouldn’t be a trail.
